Razore of Centuries Ago

Desert Refreshment ° 


From a botanisi’s point of view, 
Mexico must surely appear as a ver- 
itable paradise. There are so many 
instances of plants that have been 
gifted by the bountiful hand of Na- 
ture to replacé the deficiencies of the 
place in which they grow. 


A. remarkable instance is the “bis- 
naga” or as it is commonly called, 
the barrel cactus. which name serves 
well to describe its shape. Strange 
to say, it ettains its greatest size in 
the sun-b.ked deserts of Mexico, 
where water is scarce, and where it 
stores up moisture to provide the 
werry traveller and his horses with 
the precious fluid. In these arid reg- 
ions the water supply sometimes com- 
pletely fails, and the Indian places 
his reliance on this plant, even to mix 
his bread. 

It varies in size, but the average 
plant is about 4ft. high and 1%6ft. 
in ‘diameter, and during the rainy sea- 


sor absorbs the water through the} 
roots, ¢nd transfers it to millions of 


cell-like structures in its capacious 
interior, which is composed of a white 
pulpy mass, and this, on being 
squeezed gives out its secretion.

Train, and the Work it 
Accomplished 


On Saturday evening, June 29, the 
Agricultural Coilege Special, run by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, com- 
pleted its very successful tour of the 
province of Manitoba. The train 
was on the road for 32 days, and in 
that time covered all Manitoba trib 


utary to the Canadian Pacific Railway. | 


87 different points were visited, 1306 
addresses given to 22,900 people, 
which included 9851 men, 7426 
nen and 5623 of the senior classes of 
the schools. The following is a 
brief outline of the work done on the 
train: 

When the train arrived at each 
stopping place, the car containing the 
stock, which cousisted of three pure 
bred Holstein cows, one pure bred 
Hereford fat steer, and four types of 
the best quality of work horses and 
brood mares, was placed at the un- 
loading platform

prices in the City markét. The

and North, where the weeds as yet 
have not made the same progress, 
were anxious for thelr identification.

| Thistle, although Mr, Lee was able 
|} to find it on their farms. The farm- 
ers were warned against this weed 


in particular, it being really the only 
weed in Manitoba which takes com- 
| plete possession of the land, not al- 
|jowing any grain to grow with it. It 
is also the only weed which will at- 
tack the prairie 

Mr. Harrison gave a talk on fodder 
crops, particularly on the planting 
}and raising of corn and also showed 
| how a crop of corn could be raised 
and do as much good as summer-fal-

College staff thought it necessary to 
run the train, the interest the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway took in the 
farmers who were living along their 
line and the desire for better farming, 
and for having prosperous farmers 
living along the Company's lines. 
Thé farmers were also invited when 
they came to Winnipeg to call on the 
officials of the Company, who were 
always glad to have them come in 
and discuss matters of mutual inter 
est.

Emphasis was also laid upon the ne- 
cessity of higher education for the 
young mer and young women on the 
farm; that every farmer should if he 
could at all afford it, send his sons 
and daughters to the Agricultural 
College to take a course, This would 
prevent so many young men and 
young women leaving the farms and 
drifting into the cities where they 
came with no special training and 
usually were only able to secure un- 
remunerative employment, whereas 
if they were sent to the Agricultural

BURIED LIVING PERSONS. 


Herrible Custom of Japanese Prior te 
Year 646 A. D. 

Prior to the year 646 A. D. the Japa- 
nese had one of the most horrible bur- 
fal customs that can be imagined—that 
of burying all the immediate friends 
and retainers of a prince or other per 
son of note in a standing position 
around the potentate’s grave and leav- 
ing them in the earth up to thelr necks 
to perish of thirst and hunger. 

The custom cannot be sald to have 
been genera! as late as the date given, 
for the Japanese records prove that in 
the time of the Emperor Stinin (97-30 
B. OQ.) the burial rites of royal person- 
ages were so modified as to partially 
abolish former crueities, Speaking of 
a young brother of Sulnin, who died 
and hed his retinue buried standing 
around bis grave, the old record says: 
“For many days they died not, but 
wept and cried aloud. At last they 
died. Dogs and crows assembled and 
ate off thelr heads, The emperor's 
compassion was aroused, and he de 
sired; to change the manner of burial 
When the empress dled, soon after, the 
mikado inquired of bis officers if some- 


thing in the way of a change could | 


not be suggested, and one proposed to 
make clay figures of men and bury 
them as substitutes.” 

That this did not entirely do away 
with the former custom 1s proved by 
an edict issued in the year 646 A. D., 
the date given first above, which for- 
bade the burial of living persons and 
provided a penalty for furtber adher- 
ence to the awful rite—St Louis Re 
publle.

The purpose is to assist the unfor- 
tunate unemployed to secure work, not 
only for the sake of his family, but in 
the Interests of the state, There {s no 
toleration for the loafer. Begging is 
prohibited by the law, and vagrancy is 
classified as a crime. 

If an unemployed person does not 
| make a serious effort to find work the | 
| authorities will find it for him, andes 
| he fs compelled to perform it. If be 
| refuses he Is placed In the workhouse, 
| where strict discipline is maintained 
and every inmate is required to work 
| to bis full capacity, receiving therefor | 
| his board and lodging and from 5 to | 

10 cents a day in wages. 
| There are also institutions where 
| temporary employment is furnished to 

persons out of work, through no fault 
of thelr own, and comfortable accom- 
modations and some money compensa- | 
tion given until they can find more re | 
| munerative wages.—Chicago Tribune. |
